Stevens Says 


KENORA, Aug. 21.—Increased 
purchasing power was fundamental 
in solving the majority of problems 
confronting Canada today, Hon. H,

PERTINENT QUESTION 

“Everybody is asking why there 
should be so much poverty and dis- 
tress when food, fuel and all raw 
materials are available in abund- 
ance.” Mr. Stevens stated; “it is a 
pertinent question. Wealth, in the 
way of goods, can now be produced 
in prodigious quantities at little 
cost Wealth consists of things 
which we produce. In Canada, we 
are mote wealthy today than ever 
before. And yet, we have the 
anomaly of poverty.” 

Farmers, and there were 700,000 
in Canada, produced as much 
wealth today as ever. Why were 
farmers poor? “They are poor be- 
they receive 
ere dictated by interests quite out- 
side their influence. The farmer 
has absolutely nothing to do with 
fixing prices which he receives.”
